THE OPPOSITION GAINING STRENGTH. 

There was an informal gathering to-day of 
about forty members of the Irish party in the 
library ofthe House of Commons. Farnell 
Was not present. Some news agency sent out 
a report thathe had hurriedly left for Dublin. 
This is not true. Parnell is in London and 
has no intention of leaving it until after the 
conference on Monday, which will decide his 
fate, The meeting to-day was attended by 
Tim Healy, Sexton, Arthur, O'Connor, 
Webb, Esmonde, Kiibride and Condon, Free 
expressions of opinion conveyed the general 
conviction that the manifesto has intensified 
the resolution of those members favoring 
Parnell’s retirement. Five members who 
were hitherto on the fence have declared 
themselves against Parnell, owing to the ef- 
fect of the manifesto. They complain that 
Parnell, if bis statements are accurate, 
should not have kept ali his colleagues in the 
dark as to Gladstone’s actual proposals on 
heme rule, and should not have conan ved 
for a year at their going all over 
Ireland, England, America and the colonies 
holding up Gladstone as the only man they 
expected an acceptable home rule scheme 
from. Some of them 
go farther and say 
Parnell would never 
have taken ¢xcep- 
tion to Gladstone’s 
proposals but for 
the position in which 
he is now placed. In 
fact, the bitterest 
feelings are upper- 
moston both sides. 

The crisis has now 

assumed an aspect 

which renders any 

amicable settlement 

between the two factions of the Irish wien 
impossible. For imstance, ope influential 
Irish member declared at the meeting 
with the assent of his colleagues that 
Parnell’s use as A negotiator is 
destroyed. He made a compact with the 
Tories, which fell through, followed by dis- 
closures on his part which were impugned by 
Lord Carnarvon. He has now made a com- 
pact with Gladstone and his disclosures on 
that subject are absolutely repudiated by the 
Liberal Chief. Then he also kept his own 
party in the dark and was guilty 
of constructive deception toward them 
so that no party can have dealings 
with him in the future. These are strong 
views, but they are held by many men who 
until a few days ago were Parneli’s devoted 
adherents. These members baye cabled their 
views tothe Irish delegates fn America and 
will adhere to their purpose to vote for Par- 
nell’s retirement.

LABOUCHERE’S THRUST. 

Men of every shade of political faith are ex- 
pressing their opinions on the crisis but most 
cruel of all comes from Labouchere, who said 
to-day that after reading the manifesto it is 
charitable to suppose that Parnell was mad. 
He is one of these persons in whom La- 
bouchere had always thought there were 
germs of madness and latd events had cer- 
tainly produced some cerebral agitation in 
Parnell’s misd, for u was impos- 
sible to suppose any sane man 
with the smallest sense of honor 
ana patriotism would bave issued a manifesto 
so dishonoring to himself, so injurious to his 
country and bis cause. As for the question 
of the land bill Parnell spokein the attitude 
of the extreme section of the Liberal party. 
Labouchere was convinced there were not 
twenty mea on the Liberal side tn favor of 
any settlement of the Irish land question 
involving imperial guarantee. Parnell would 
have to be orushed. 


CARDINAL MANNING. 

Even the religious press has joined the gen 
eral clamor aud discusses the matter from a 
secular point of view. What is understood to 
be Cardinal Manning’s view is expressed in 
the Catholic Weekly Register, which is his recog- 
niged organ. To Catbolics it is more diMeult 
than itcan ever be to Protestants to tolerate 
as a leader a man whose life has for nine 
years exhibited a laxity of morais which 
has now become a public scandal.’’ This 
phrasing is considered unfortunate and to have 
aroused the indignation of Protestants. 
So far as the Catholic clergy of Ireland is 
concerned, they will assuredly follow the 
foot steps ofa majority of the Irish Pariia- 
mentary party. The labor organs also jump 
on Parnell, saying that he has never been a 
friend of democracy and never shown a desire 
to assist the working masses in their strug- 
gies. Taken altogether Parnell to-night is in 
areally pitiable plight. He is an isolated 
man without credit or character. He has 
thrown his stake and lost. 


Gladstone May Retire. 
@pecia) Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, Nov. 29.—It is belived that Mr. 
Gladstone will now follow the inclination 
natural to his years, and which he is known 
to have long had, to retire from politics and 
end bis days in the peaceful quiet pursuits of 
a country gentieman with literary tastes and 
abilities. The concensus of opinion is that 
regardless ofthe outcome of Mr. Parnell’s 
fight with his fellow Irish members, the Lib- 
eral party must be reconstructed with an 
entirely modified platform, and this work is 
too formidable fora man of Mr. Gladstone“ e 
age. Mr. Gladstone’s friends are somewhat 
surprised and, of course, worried at the 
extent to which he has aliowed the recent 
developments to affect his spirits. They hope 
that he will not retire at present at all events, 
fearing that the giving up of his accustomed 
tasks so suddenly and unexpectedly might 
bave an injurious effect on his health. 

It is evident that Mr. Parneli,in his mani- 
testo, did ali he could to stir up the tradi- 
tional hatred ofthe Irishfor England, in the 
hope that the outburst of ill-feeling might in- 
clude Mr. Gladstone and make it impossible 
for that statesman to effect analliance with 
any other Irish leader who might dispute Mr. 
Parnell’s claim to represent the Irish. 

Gladstone has aged more in appearance 
during the past few days than in the past two 
years, and his friends very much fear the 
strain upon him. His 8let birthday will be 
celebrated just a month from to-day. He 
came from Scotlaud with a slight oold, after 
delivering those masterly addresses which 
commanded the admiration even of the Loa- 
don Times. But he soon recovered his vigor. 
Now he looks anxious and wora, and those 
who know him best. say that he feels worse 
than his appearance indicates. Mr. Giad- 
stone, itis well Known, believed that home 
rule in Ireland would be the crowning victory 
of his career, and that having emancipated 
the masses of England and Scotland hesbould 
also bind Irelasd more closely to the empire 
by giviag her the rights for which she 
struggled. And now, to quote one of his ad- 
herents, everything seems wrecked. 

Mr. Gladstone says that under no condition 
could he ever be reconciled to his former 
ally. He is firm in the position he took in the 
Morley letter—one involving heroic selif- 
sacrifice and self-effacement momentous to 
England. Mr. Gladstone feels all the more 
hurt because his letter to Mr. Morley was 
meant as kindly advice for Mr. Parneli to re- 
tire temporarily, which be hoped he would 
do, and when his personal affairs were prop- 
erly adjusted he (Gladstone) would endeavor 
to reconelie his colleages te bis recall. This 
gentie, sensible purpose has been defeated. 
It looks now asifthe result of a shabby di- 
vorce suit would be to keep the sinner in 
power and send Engiand’s nobiest statesman 
into premature retirement. In the latter case 
the consequences en the future ofthe Liberal 
party and on England would be incalculable, 
and who can predict the fate of Ireland.

They will be left high and dry 
by the popular tide, and Charles Stewart Par- 
nell will contiane, as he has been, in defeat or 
victory, the leader of the Irish people.

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THEY DODGE THE IssuB. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 29,—Williamw O’Brien, John 
Dillon and their colleagues of the Irish Pariia- 
mentary party, diplomatically ‘‘hedged’’ to- 
night on the question of their further 
allegiance to Parnell. It was well 
on toward the close of the demon- 
stration in the First Regiment Armory 
and when a good many of the participants 
were leaving the hall that resolutions which 
had been beforehand submitted to the Irish 
envoys were presented, read and adopted 
With a yell. The most important clauses read 
in thie wise: 

**‘While conscious that the cause of home 
rule is by no means dependent upon apy in- 
dividual, we should be untrue to ourselves 
aad the justice of the cause did we fail to re- 
cognize the splendid services of Charies 
Stewart Parnell. The Irish people owe to him 
a debt of gratitude which can never be 
fully paid. When all seemed darkness and 
doubt he sounded the tocsin which called 
into action an army of resolute and heroic 
men who, for more than tén long years, have 
stood with absolute singleness of purpose, 
with unquestioned purity of motive and with 
a patriotic fervor almost without parallel in 
the world’s history. They won for the first 
time in the century the attention of England 
and the attention of the world. 

In the crisis presented at this moment it 
does not become usto attempt to dictate to 
the Irish people as to thelr course. We 
recognize that they are upon the immediate 
field of action, with infinitely better 
opportunities for forming a jadg- 
ment than is presented to us. The 
claim of Ireland’s right to home rule pre- 
sumes the capacity of the people ef Ireland 
fer self-government. Hence, to them asad 
their authorized representatives, we leave all 
questions of policy and leadership, promis- 
ing u tasting and hearty support to 
their judgment and choice. It’s our ear- 
nest hope that with caimness, forbearance 
and exceeding wisdom, they will so order the 
affairs of the Irish Pgriiamentary party as to 
silence all discord and that hand in hand with 
the great common people of England, they 
may move on tothe victory which assuredly 
awaits them in the near future. With eharity 
for all, with malice toward neue, let them 
move on in the work which is before them, 
doing the right as God gives them te see 
aright.’’ 

There were about four thousand men and 
women inthe Armory when Mayor Cregier 
called the gathering to order, while about a 
thousand more were assembled in the adjein- 
ing battery.

Personal Phase ef the Crisis. 


fpecial Cablegram to the Post-Dispaten. 
Lonpon, Nov. 2.—It is more and more 
evident that the controversy is getting to be 
chiefly personal, with personal attachment or 
lukewarmness towards Mr. Parnell as the test 
of adhesion to one or the other side. The 
opponents of Parnell are much disappointed 
with the attitude of the Irish prelates, who 
they had expected would promptly denoance 
Mr. Parnell’s leadership and advise their 
flocks against it. This tney have refused to do, 
reserving their judgment for the present. If 
repudiated by u majority of his party on 
Monday, Mr. Parnell may, and probably will, 
appeal te the Irish people by offering himself 
for re-election from Cork. The voting lists in 
Cork have been revised so as to diminish 
considerably the home-rule vote. This, 
however, would probably not affect the result 
unless a third candidate should be run by the 
opponents of Mr. Parnell in the Irish 
party. At the last election Ness, 
Parnell and Healy went in unopposed 
from Cork, but Mr Healy is now 
in the ranks of those antagonistic to Mr. Far- 
nell. The revolt against Mr. Parnell now in- 
cludes beyond a doubt a majority of the Irish 
members. This is all the more significant ia 
view of the dictatorship which he bas exer- 
cised over them. No leader bas ever deen 
followed more submissively,and while always 
courteous, he has always been absolute. 
Parnell has selected every man of his party 
and been extremely cautious not to 
leave any one in his way. The dilemma 
in which the party finds itself if they 
dethrone Parnell is that there is no one to 
take his place. He alone has been the trusted 
associate of the English leaders, received in 
their councils and welcomed in their libraries, 
Excepting Justin McOarthy there is no one 
besides Parnell in the Irish Parliamentary 
party to whom the higher class of Englishmen 
look with marked regard. Mr. McOarthy’s 
prestige reste almost wholly en his literary 
work, and through his literary repute he has 
gained social position. But he is not 
an acknowledged political leader, and 
has not the facuity for organization 
and .dictatorship which tie Irish cause 
requires at present. Such is the view ex- 
pressed to-day by one ofthe most influential 
men in the English Liberal ranks. Asa par- 
liamentarian Parnell ie unequalled. The ques- 
tion, therefore, as to who could take Parnell's 
place la almost or quite as important as that 
of his deposition. Judging from the tone of 
Irish sentiment, as pressed in Dublin pa- 
pers and by prominent Irishmen in London 
outside of Parliament, the mass of/Irish peo- 
ple are not yet prepared to desert Parneil, 
and would have felt mere inclined to doso had 
Mr. Gladstone not suggested his retirement. 
It is dificult to say just whag extent Ireland 
willsupport him. Oork, wh be represents 
at present in Parliament, {fs distinotly a cleri- 
cal constituency, and is ready, according to 
good advices, to throw the Protestant Ader - 
tine“ overboard. It was a former hot bed of 
Fen lan lem, and never really admired Par- 
neli’s metiods. Many of bis constituents 
diele him also on persenal grounds, owing 
to his haughtiness and unsocial manners. The 
three Bishops of Cork are home rulers, but 
not advanced Nationalists, and they privately 
repudiate Mr, Farnell.

Gen. Butier’s Conclusiens. 


Boston, Noy. 29.—The leaders of the Irish 
cause in this city refuse to express opinions 
onthe crisis abroad, but feel that upon the 
action of the next few days will depend the 
success or fallure of the National party at the 
next election. In an interview on the subject 
Gen. B. F. Butler expressed himself as 
follows: ‘*‘Assuming as one must do from 
Mr. Parnell'e character as a straight- 
forward truthfal man, that his statements 
concerning Mr. Gladstone and Mr. Morley are 
correctly reported, two things very clearly 
appear: That the whele movement against 
Mr. Parnellis for political reasons only and 
that the pretense thatthe attack on him is 
founded solely on the objection to him on the 
ground of his personal delinquency is 
wholly bypercritical. That a man is 
really to be proscribed in English 
public life because of his supposed 
moral delinquencies with women is too farc!l- 
cal to be credited. Now, then, after a single 
delinquency of Parneli was known, if he is to 
be credited, the Liberal party, through its 
two leaders, told him that in case of the par- 
ty’s success in the coming election they would 
like to have him come into their Cabinet. 
Mr. Parmell deciares that he refused this 
offer on the ground that it would 
give him such connection with English poll - 
ties as would be inconsistent with his duty to 
Ireland, and tin in the course of the con-

THE MINERS’ STRIKE. 


The Whole Seuth te Be Invelved in the 
Struggie. 


BIRMINGHAM, ALA. , Nov. 20.—It is now be- 
HNeved that with the going down of the sun to- 
day the largest and most disastrous strike in 
ites consequences ever inaugurated in Ala- 
bama will begin. In fact the strike went 
practically into effect this morn- 
ing. The agitation has been go- 


ing on tor some time and has 
been fed by professional leaders and federa- 
tion bosses, chief of whom lea man named 
Schaffe, who has been about bere for weeks. 
At Pratt mines last night a number of miners 
quit work permanently and the mines are 
moving on emall forces to-day. To-night 
all tne miners except the convicts will quit, 
as the strike will be fairly r It is 
said the miners at every bal mine in the 
South will strike. Whether every man will 
strike or not remains to be seen, but 
the majority of them will. Officers of 
the Mary Lee Coal Co. say enough of their 
men will work op to warrant the running of 
the mine machinery, but that three-fourths of 
them will strike. It is a remarkable fact that 
more than half the miners oppose a strike 
and will go out just because they have been 
ordered to do 80, and will do as the others do 
rather than be called ‘‘scabs.’’ 

At noon to-day it was learned that the min- 
ers in the empigy of the Cahaba Coal Mining 
Co., at Biocton, called a mass-mesting to 
convene to-night and have invited President 
Aldrich ofthe company to be preseot and 
discuss the situation with them. It looks 
from this thatthe Blocton miners are seri- 
ously consiiering whether or not it is advisa- 
able to strike. e result of the meeting is 
awaited with interest, as it 
affect all the miners. If 
strike is general there 
pe from 8,000 to 10,W0 pald miners iu the 
valley, idle.” The primary trouble is ademand 
for returning to 50 cents for winter and 45 
cents for summer prices. The mine men say 
the price of coal is low and they cannot pay 
this. It ls positively asserted, however, that 
there is a preconcerted movement on the 
part of the leaders and agitators to try what 
virtue there Is in a winter strie, as they have 
tried several summer ones and failed.

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AMERICAN MEATS. 


German Markets Clesed Against Them 
Reciprocity Measures—Berlin Notes. 
Special Cablegram te the Pest-Dispatch. 

ERLIN, Nov. 29.—The 

German authorities 

are redoubling their 

. stringency against the 


admission of Amer- 


ican pork. This, too, 
when there is abso- 
lute suffering from 
want of meat in many 
localities. Several ar- 
rests have been made 
at the Dutch frontier 
of persons accused of smuggling American 
meat by way of Holland, and instead of sell - 
ing such provisions when seized, for 
the account of the Imperial Treas- 
ury, it is Ssaturatead with kerosene 
and then offered at auction. An aged 
peasant living near Papenhead, got some 
pork that had been treated inthis way, and 
gave it to his family who were almost without 
food, owing to the recent conscription of the 
son upon whose labor the family depended 
for support. They were all taken seriously ill 
aod only rescued from death by prompt meda- 
ical attendance. In view of this and other in- 
cidents showing the hardships brought upon 
numerous families by the drafting of their 
male members to military services, the Gov- 
ernment has under consideration a measure 
of relief whieh will give a small pension to all 
households thus deprived ef their bread win- 
ners. 
FREE TRADB WITH HUNGARY. 

The American trade in food commodities is 
to be supplanted, under the arrangements 
now being considered, by virtual free trade 
with Hungary, whose agriculturists are look- 
ing about fora market for their surplus, and 
will finditas soon as the commercial ar- 
rangement between the two empires is com- 
pleted in Germany. The Hungarians are 
anxious forreciprocity with Germany for this 
reason, while the Austrian manufacturers are 
opposed to any change in the tariff, because 
they argue that they cannot hold their own in 
a freefield withthe manufacturers of Ger- 
many. The indications are that the remon- 
strances of the manufacturers will be 
unheeded, and thata oommercial treaty will 
be framed practically establishing free trade 
between the German and Austro-Hungarian 
Empires. 

FLOODS IN GERMANY. 

The foods in Germany continue and are 
causing widespread devastation with loss of 
life as well as property. People are wonder- 
ing why Emperor William isnot visiting the 
districts. The young monarch has become 80 
popular, muck isexpected of bim. He has 
been off hunting and captious and exact- 
ing people think he might be better em- 
ployed considering the condition of the 
country. The visiteof the Empress Fred- 
erick on similar occasions while the late 
Emperior was still living are well remem- 
bered by the people and earned for her amid 
the coldness of the court at that period their 
undying love. 

EBARTHQUAKE 6GHOCKS. 

A series of shocks ef earthquake was felt at 
Maunersdorf, Lower Austria, to-day. Some 
ef the shocks were very severe. Houses os 
ciliated on their foundations and the spires 
of the churches swung to and fro, causing 
the bells to clang. The inhabita&ats of the 
town were panic stricken and fled to the open 
country for safety.

AN IMTERESTING LETTER FROM SPECIAL 
CENSUS AGENT MAYRUGR. 


The Praphet Resides in Masen Valley, Nev. 
—UHe Counsgels the Indians Not te Disturb 
the White Folks—Ali the Nevada Indians 
Do Net Believe in the Prophet—A Few 
Side Hints. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 29. 
LETTER was re- 
ceived to-day by 
the Acting Com- 
missioner of In- 
dian Affairs con- 
,, cerning the Indian 
Messiah prophet 
from John 8. May- 
hugh, Special Cen- 
sus Agent of In- 
dians for Nevada. 
He says: 
We Special 
Census Agent of 
Indians for Neva- 
YP" da, I learned of 
thé whereabouts of this prophet, and I deem 
it not inappropriate for me to address your 
office upon this and state briefly afew facts 
that came under my observation. 

„First, is it true that most of the Indians 
are believers in the coming of the Messiah in 
the early spring? The prophet resides in Ma- 
son Valley and Emerald County, Nevada, 
close to the Walker River reservation. His 
name Is not Johnsonsides at Reno, but Capt. 
Jack Wilson, known among all Indians by 
the Indian names of We-vo-kar and also Ir- 
We- jo, an intelligent, fine-looxing Indian of 
about 35 years of age, who goes into trances, 
or seemingly so, from twelve te fourteen 
hours in the presence of large numbers of 
Indians. Upon his recovery he relates to them 
what he has seen. He tells them he has 

BEEN TO HEAVEN 

and that the Messiah is coming to the earth 
again and will putthe Indians in possession 
of this country—that he has sees in Heaven a 
lot of Indians, some of whom are dressed in 
the white man’s clothes. Hecounsels the 
Indians not to disturb the white folks, saying 
that the blanket or rabbitskin that was put 
over the moon by the Indians long ago will 
soon fall offand then the moon, which is now 
afire, will destroy the whites. The Messiah 
is to appear on MountGrant, which is a very 
large mountain and is situated about sixteen 
miles south of the Walker River Agency 
buildings and om the west side of the lake. 
Here is where the firstIndians appeared, 
according to their belief. 

‘*I visited this mountain last September in 
performance ef my duty as Special Census 
Agent ot Indians. This mountain is held as a 
mountain sacred to the Indians, and on top 
they allege they can see footprints of their 
first father, Numerma. IfI may be permitted 
to suggest, "l recommend that all the Indians 
be permitted to visit this mountain, as I am 
satisfied they will only send delegations from 
each tribe for the purpose of ascertaining the 
truth ot the prophecy. The Indians of Ne- 
vada expect delegations from most ef the 
tribes north and east, and sitting Bull is ex- 

ected. The only fear the Nevada Indians 

ave ig the goversment will interfere with 
troops.

—Ammunition suf- 
ficient for an extended campaign and rations 
for ten days have been issued to the troops, 
and all preparations made fora movement at 
any moment, day or night. It really begins 
to look like war just now, but it is hoped and 
believed that such a calamity will be averted. 

Information is obtained to-night that the 
commanding officer of the post has received 
instructions from Gen. Miles to take steps to 
postpone the arrest of Sitting Bull for the 
present. Maj. McLaughiin this morning an- 
ticipated just such an order, and sent two 
couriers out on the road towards Buli’s camp, 
take a station at a poin 
ten miles and the other twenty miles out, 
so that when the news came e courier 
from bere would be immediately dispatched 
with orders to Buffalo Bill to not attempt to 
make gr | arrest.

rising, thus informing them of what is oc- 
—— at all other points. The Indians all 
seem to enjoy this, laughiag heartily 
when they heard of great alarm everywhere 
and settlers gathering at towns sometimes 
100 miles east of the Missouri River for selt- 

retection. It seemed to strengthen their 
elief that the Messiah was coming and the 
whites were becoming afraid and ready te die 
off or flee and leave their land to the Indians. 
They are familiar with the places where 
troops are being sent and seem to know 
where the best place is to strike when the 
time comes for an outbreak.

When Derzew atthe New York Cham- 
ber of Commerce banquet declared that 
the kings of finance are the real rulers of 
the world, he paid them a compliment as 
affluent as the salary their brilliant ad vo- 
cate and political figurehead receives. 
But they probably remember how old 
CANUTE rebuked his flatterers, and some- 


times they exhibit an uneasy conscious- 


ness that Vox Populi, the many-headed 
monster thing, is still able upon occasion 
to exercise a startling power in this 
country. 

Still there is enough basis for his declar- 
ation to awaken public interest in the 
proposition ef GouLD and ROCKEFELLER 
to consolidate into one great railway 
kingdom all the powers, regalities and 
domains of our separate and competing 
railway systems. The story of the 
corporations they have wrecked, the 
realms they have seized, the petty rulers 
they have overthrown, the commercial 
fabrics they have shattered, the courts 
and cabinets and Legislatures they have 
corrupted and the unwilling cities and 
countries they have placed under tribute, 
has never been fully told and would fill 
volumes. But the people are in a general 
way as familiar with the main facts as 
with the principles, methods and outcome 
of NAPOLEON’s efforts to subject all the 
nationalities of Europe to the sway of 
one imperial scepter. 

Europe continued to resist consoli- 
dation even when he had apparently 
carried all before him. The cost and 
friction of throat- cutting interna- 
tional competition were preferred to 
the economy of having. only one gov- 
ernment to support instead of twenty 
or thirty, and at the very zenith of his 
success and might NAPOLEON’S power and 
prestige were buried in the snows of Rus- 
sia and the great conqueror soon became 
the helpless prisoner of St. Helena. 

The power our kings of finance wield 
through the colossal monopolies they 
control may well make ambitious spirits 
bold. Buta revolutionary consolidation 
scheme, in mortal conflict with State and 
Federal laws, and in aggressive antago- 
nism to the traditional provincialism and 
home rule instincts of our people, is as 
perilous as a Russian campaign in winter. 
Such a tremendous stock-watering and 
market manipulating machine as GOULD 
and ROCKEFELLER would put in operation 
can succeed only as the prelude to Gov- 
ernment ownership and control of the 
railroads. The power they clutch at will 
never be trusted by the people to any pair 
or syndicate of plutocrats. 
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FACTS ABOU! Sr. LOUIS, 

It was a happy idea of Mr. SHELDON, 
the lecturer of the local Ethical Culture 
Society, to suggest to the Workingmen’s 
Self-Culture Club the preparation of a 
series of articles containing interesting 
information, not readily attainable in 
condensed and convenient form, which 
may be classed underthe general head of 
Facts About St. Louis.“ 

We do not hesitate to say that, if munic- 
ipal citizenship could be attained only by 
passing an examination concerning the 
history, features of especial interest and 
general statistics of the city, few St. 
Louisars would be found well qualified 
for the right. Citizens as a rule are 
lamentably ignorant of the most im- 
portant and interesting facts connected 
with their city. They are usually unable 
to give visitors more than the vaguest in- 
formation of their city’s growth, advan- 
tages, points of interest, history and sta- 
tistics. Frequently strangers can give 
information on these matters to citizens. 
One reason of it is that the information 
while it may be in print, or at least upon 
record, is not within easy reach or con- 
venient shape. It may be imbedded in 
voluminous histories or dry records. 

The article in the last Sonpay Post- 
DISPATCH giving brief synopses of papers 
on such subjects as the parks, the Missis- 
sippi River, the railroad bridges, the 
streets, schools, street railways and kin- 
dred topics, was undoubtedly read with 
deep interest by St. Louisans. But it 
merely gave them a taste for more, and 
in order to complete the work and to 
enable others to share fully in the bene- 
fits of the club’s labors it would be a good 
dea to have the papers edited and pub- 
lished in the form of a hand-book. It 
could be sold at a moderate sum to cover 
expenses and perhaps give a profit for the 
club’s use.

— OF NEWS. 


Crowds ef Visitors Inspect the Mammoth 
Building From Sub-Cellar to Dome— 
Hearty Praise Rendered by the Guestse— 
Their Wonder Bxcited at the Complete- 
ness of Appointment. | 


NEw Tonk. Nov. 29.—The WORLD was at 
home to-nightto the press of tae country; 
abstractly to the whoie press of the country, 
in the concrete to that portion of the 
press which maintains correspondents or 
agents in New York City. The Pulitzer 
Bullding was, forthe benefit of those corre- 
spondénts and agents, thrown opefi for the 
first time to formal inspection. Nearly 200 
correspondents, representing papers in all 
parts of the country, from Oalifornia to 
Maine, and several representatives ot foreign 
papers, accepted the WORLD’s invitation 
and spent several hours in journeyiog 
through the mazes of the great structure, 
from the press-rooms down underground to 
the top of the dome, hundreds of feet above 
ground. From eight o’clockin the evening 
until nearly midnight parties of from seven to 
a dozen géntiemen in evening dress with 
occasionally a lady as well, were to be found 
in every part of the great building, each 
party being piloted by some representative of 
the WORLD. All the visitors were first re- 
ceived in one of the sumptuous apartments on 
the tenth floor. From there they 
were dropped ia the WoORLD’S 
private elevator a couple 


hundred feet and by devious and intricate 
staircases and corridors passed throuct the 
business office with its rich furnishings down 
into the delivery-rooms, and stili dowa into 
the crushing,roaring tumult of the press-room. 
By the time ge 4 ot there most of 
then felt as thouch they had been going down 
into a volcano and had got pretty near to the 
center of the earth. 

THE HUGE PRESSES 8 
had been busy for hours grinding out the 
early sheets for the Sunday edition, and the 
ground right along, just the same, as —— 
less of the representatives of the —— 
presses ofthe country as they might have 
been of a parcel of school boys. 

From the gallery of the press-room there is 
a passage-way, more or less secret, to the 
steroety ping foundry, and through that the 
sight-seeing correspondents marched. The 
furnaces were in full blast turniny out the 
plates for the later sheets forthe Sunday edi- 
tion, and the visitors made up their minds 
that the voloano was getting ready to erupt. 
They tarried but a moment to contemplate 
the beauties of molten type metal and hurried 
up one flight into the delivery-room. 
There was an eruption, sure enough. It was 
of printed sheets, and t the press-room volcano 
was hurling them up throu half a dozen 
pneumatic elevaiors, tolded d stacked all 
ready to be bundied up and tumbled out into 
the bpm, | vans of the news companies. 
There may be noisiergthings in existence than 
these pneumatically _ pting Volcanoes from 
the WORLD'S prese-réom, but few of the cor- 
respondents will believe it. 

There was less noise, less heat and less gen- 
rally of the roicanic and startling in the rest 
of the trip. The WORLD’S private elevator 
again came into use, and the parties 5 — 
hoisted with one swoop something lik 
feet straight up into theair, being rele — 
sixteen stories from the ground and two 
stories short of heaven. just under the gilded 
portion of the greatdome. Those of them 
who had a fancy for seeing the lights of New 
York walked two stories further and climbed 
up into the observatory at the .

would pass, and it began to buy 
sliver when it was at95. It bought a big block 
on a margin before it gat to par, and its mem- 
bers fixed the figure to which silver would 
rise at the passage of the dil to 128 or 140. 
They watohed the stock reports, as it crept up 
point by point to 105 and hugged themselyes 
when it jumpedto 108 after the free — 
bill passed the Senate. Their, faces fell when 
the House struck out the free colnage provis- 
jon and silver dropped to 105, but they theught 
‘thatthe four and a half millions a month, 
which the Treasury was to take, would be 
practically free coinage, and they stil) held on 
and waited for afurther rise. Some of the 
leading silver men in Congress then con- 
suited Secretary Windom and he told 
them that the purchase of silver 
©ught to be restricted to the 
product of American mines,or that all Europe 
would ship ber silver bere forsale. There is, 
however, no greater crank, nor no more ob- 
etinate crank, than the silver crank, and the 
sliver men sneered at Windom, and said that 
they would take the silver of all the world. 
Foratime it seemed as though they were 
right and that we could swallow all the silver 
the world hadtogive. Silver went upward 
right along, till it got to be 121, when the Con- 
gressional pool sold out a big block of its 
stock and held the rest for a further rise. The 
ul by this time was acertainty. The Treas- 
ury was taking in the metal in Gargantuan 
mouthfuls, butellver, strange to say, began 
to fall. It went down to 118, then to 117, then to 
116 and then 112. In the meantime our money- 
making statesmen, who had cleared them- 
selves at the sale of 121, re-invested their 
earning, expecting to see silver rise again and 


reach 128. But itdid notrise. It continued to 
fall, and the speculators are now dead broke. 
England did it; France helped, and Germany 
was another ofthe bears. Kneland could not 
afford to carry on her trade with India, China 
and the East on a gold basis wr rather a silver 
premium basis, and she sent $11,000,000 in one 
chunk over bere on the quiet to bear the 
market. The recent troubles have made the 
Matter worse, aud a number of our statesmen, 
by the sad lesson of experience, will epecfiate 
no longer. 
SPECULATION IN CONGRESS. 

The number of epeculators in Congress is, 
however, very small lu comparison with the 
number of members, und still smaller in com- 
parison with the immense opportunities for 
making money. It is a moral question as to 
how far the Congressman has the right to 
speculate on matters of legislation. 80 
men see no harm in it, and some do not best- 
tate to give information to their friends, as to 
what Congress will do as to pending financial 
or other legisiation, the passage or failure of 
which will materially effect the markets. Sup- 
pose the enerai subsidy bill which 
passed the epate last year is going to 
passe the House and become a lav. The 
Advance knowledge of this fact would be 
worth millions. It will put up the stock of 
a number of the steamebip lines several 
points, and | knowae baifdozen Congressmen 
who are watching it and of others who expect 
to invest in Pacific Mallasseon as they are 
certain of ite passage. Nexariy all the com- 
mittees of Congress afford opportunities for 
money making in the changes in the prices 
which are affected by their recommendations 
to Congress, and itis tothe credit of Ameri- 
can statesmansbip thatso many of our Con- 
gressmen are poor. Take the Waysand Means 
Committee of the House, and millions could 
be made off of almort any article 
on the tariff billion which the duty is lowered 
or raised. There are hundreds of men who 
‘bang around the lobbies of Congress during 
the session seeking for such information, 
und ita chairman were disbonest he could 
make a hundred times ble salary. Still Mor- 
riseon is comparatively poor. Mille is worth 
Inte more than bis saiary, and all the money 
McKinley has be got through his wille and in- 
heritance. Tom Keed is not rion, and you 
Will and hardly a Chairmap ofthe Ways and 
Means who bas profited by his office. It is 
the same with the Finance Committee, but 
Sam Randall was on this for years 
and he died leaving only about §5,000. 
Randall was the most scrupuicus man in re 

ard to such matters we have ever bad in 

opgress. The fact that one of bis friends or 
his relatives was to inairectiy profit by a piece 
of legisiation was a reason why he should 
vote against it and be killed many an honest 
binn tor this reason. It isthe same with other 
Committees in Congress and the wonder is 
net that Congressmen speculate seo much, 
but that they speculate so little. 

FORTUNES IN WHISKY. 

An immense deal of money was made by 
Congressmen during the war, and therise in 
whisky when Ia xallon was put upon it 
made anicesum fora number of statesmen 
and their friends. It was a guestion in the 
minds of the Finance Committee of the Sen- 
ate as to whether the revenue tax on whisky 
ought not to be increased 50 cents a — 
Ali at once, ln a secret weeting, they decided 
to put it up to fla gallon. One ot the corres- 
pondente, a man who ie stili in Washington, 
set Senator Sherman just afier the meeting 
and asked him what the Committee had done. 


He sald it was a secret and that it would be 


known the nextday. The knowledge was at 
that time, however, worth millions te 
thie correspendent’s friends in the stock 
markets of New York, ana he went from 
Sherman to another Senator on the committee 
and was told the news. The result was that 
his friends made fortunes, and he netted sev- 
eral times a Conuressinan’s salary out of the 
Stock they bought for him. Hurdce W bite, 
Villard and Whitelaw Reid also got this in- 
formation in advance, and they each made 
$80,000 out of it. It was this that gave Villard 
his start. He took the money to don and 
there bought our Government securities for 
cents on the dollar, realising hand- 
somely on the purchase. White took 
his money and bought av interest in the 
Chicage Tribune, and Reid invested his money 
in a cotton plantation im the South at the 
olose of the war and lost it. Senator Sherman 
was accused of having furnished the informa- 
tion to bie friends away from Washington, 
but he indignantiy denied the accusation. 
‘The Ways and Means Committee at this time 
had a constant effect upon the stock market. 
Ap hour or two of advance knowledve was 
worth fortunes, and the members posted their 
friends. The Secretary of the Treasury veuld 
send up & message that it had been decided to 
isste , 000, more in greenbvaeke, 
this would send the prices on everything up- 
wards. A great deal of money was made out of 
the Morrill tariff bili and inthis, as in ail leg- 
isiation, the firet knowledge is worth money. 
All of the Government bond issues were pro- 
Guctive of wealth to the men who had the 
nerve to speculate om the information whieh 
was furnished them before the genera! pubilo 

got to know it, and the same is true to-day. 
rr

Douglass is said to bave wadea good deal of 
money out of the lilimoiseCentral Railroad 
u rant He aided in getting this bill through 
Congress and invested largely in its stocks 
and bonds. 

MONEY IN LANDS. 

Public men at Washington have many 
chances to make meney in land speculation. 
A great deal of money bas been made in 
Washington real est&@te, and this bas been in 
nearly all cases of late years legitimate. 1 
know of a Congressman from Kansas who 
made more than $100,000 during the past year 
out of suburban property on the Massachu- 
setts Avenue extension. The man is a million- 
alre and isa bold speculator. A railroad is now 
being built from the northwestern fashion- 
able part of the city out tothe District line 
by what is known as the California Syn- 
dicate. This syndicate has more than a 
million dollars capital, and several Senators 
are interested in it. They will make fertunes, 
if we do not have a panic, in the rise of the 
land from the building of this railroad. 
Senator Sherman, William Walter Fneips, 
James G. Blaine, Don Cameron and a score of 
other statesmen of national! note have added 
to their fortunes by investing in Washington 
property. Senator Sherman is both an in- 
vestor and * specuilator, and the 
same may be said of most of many 
of the other men of the Serate. I do 
not mean to say that they speculate on mat- 
ters before Congress, but they are shrewd and 
far-sighted, and they are not afraid to pay for 
a good thing when they see it. During the 
Boss Sheppard regime here there was a great 
deal of speculaticn in Washington property, 
and every time that a new public building is 
located there isa chance to make money in 
buying lots it one can Know where it le to go 
beforehand. The location of thecity post- 
office last summer gave a business value to 
EKieventh street, which was almost altogether 
a residence street prior to this, and a number 
of Wasbinagton real estate speculators did well 
outof it. 

A STORY OF HANNIBAL HAMLIN. 

One of the most punctillious statesmen who 
have ever been in Wasbingteon was Hannibal 
Hamlin. He did not believe that he had any 
right to use intormation which be had got as 
a pablic servant to advance bis n inter- 
ests, and he once reiused to buy a whole 
square in Washington fur half a cent a foot on 
this greund. Had be made the purcbase he 
would bave been now a willionaire, far this 
square is worth about $3 a square foot to- 
day. He acted the same in regard to 
bonds and at one time one of his fellow- 
Senators, in speaking of a bill which was be- 
fore the Senate, asked him to vote for it, 
telling him he could take him to a place 
where be could get all these bonds he wanted 
for 6cents on the dollar, which would be 
worth 100 cents wher the bill passed. He 
closed with: Well, Hamlin, what do yon say 
tothe chance?’’ ‘‘I say,’’ replied Hamlin, 
with an anury frown ashe turned bis beck, 
„1 say damn your chance and damn your 
bonds. And that was the end of the matter. 


PUBLIC LAND FRAUDS. 

The Commission of the General Land Office 
and the Secretary of the Interior have ad- 
vyanoe knowledge of the most valuable tracts 
of public land in this 1 * and it is only 
their honesty that keeps them frem being 
wealthy. Suppose a valuable tract of coal 
land is reported. It could be botuht of the 
Government at $1.2 anacre, aod they could 
have an interest 18 and se one 
be the wiser. Oongressmen have 
the same chance as to land grants, and as 
to the opening up of new reservations, 
the first steals which were di vered in the 

overnment service were land steais, and as 

ar back as 1705 there was a scheme to get 
20,000,000 acres of Western lands from Con- 
gress fora nominaisum. This scheme was 
engineered by a lobbyist named Randall, and 
he claimed that he had thirty members of the 
House and a majority of the Senate in with 
him. In 1867 two New York Congress men had 
to resign because ag | noted corruptiy as to 
a land grant and the bribe to one of these for 
his services was seven square miles of land, 

There are hundreds of men in the Govern- 
ment departments in Washington who coaid 
make money if they would outof their in- 
formation and out ot their position. Every 
member of President Hurrison’s Cabinet

if he cared to be corrupt,and someof the 
Cabinet positions have the possibilities ef 
riches beyond the dreams of avarice.

RECIPE FOR COOKING TERRAPIN 

which he sayssurpasses those ofeither Bay- 
ard or Evarts, and this is the way it reads: 

Tue firstthing is to cut off the terrapin’s 
head. Asthe reptile lies dormant in the win- 
ter, you may at first glance see no head to cut 
off, and you will need to touch its back with 
a rod hotiron. As the flesh begins to sizzie 
the head will protrude, and you will then 
seize it with a two-tined fork behind the 
jaws and cut it off just behind the fork. You 
will then set the terrapin upon end, 80 as to 
allow the blood to drain out. It will not 
bleed much. Next drop it into a pot of boliing 
water, leaye it there an hour, and then turn 
iton its back and remove the bottom shell. If 
this is easy todo, the terrapin is thorougniy 
cooked, and you have now only to take out 
the gallduct. This is in the center of the 
liver, and after it las out, all the rest ot the 
meat is eatahie. Alter taking the 
meat from the larger bones, you 
put it and the remainder intoa chafing dish, 
with a hbalf-teacupful of warm water. As it 
simmers you add haifa pintof butter and a 
little pepper and salt, andthe dish is fit for 
the kiag. Some people like to add a little 
sherry wine, but this should never be put in 
while the meat is in the chafing dish. 


TERRAPIN FARMS. 

Ot late years «a number of terrapin farms 
have been started along the Chesapeake, and 
Senator Bayard is said to be the proprietor of 
one of them. The biggesttarmis on the 
Patuxent River, and it consists of a large salt 
water lake, which could accommodate 
thousands of terrapins if they would breed as 
rapidly as was desired. The farmer has 
surrounded this lake with board fences to 
keep out the muskrats and foxes, which are 
the terrapins’ enemies.

$6 a dozen in Washington, and now there are 
cases in which an extra fine articie selis from

They bad been lowered into the small boat, 
which bad been sent to take them off, and 
when they had reacbed the deck of the Stan- 
dard they were in a * condition, being 
terribly exhausted. The Olaudine left Mi- 
ramichiia command of Capt. Devlin late tn 
October for Larne. She was laden with lum 
ber. She encountered the storm that disabled 
her on Nov. 16, in latitude 45.26.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 2.—Judge 
David A. Harvey of Oklaboma City, the dele- 
gate in Congress from the new Territory of 
Oklahoma, arrived to-day. Jugde Harvey will 
probably be assigned to a place on the Com- 
mittee on Indian Affairs and the Oommit- 
tee on Territories. 

The act which created the Territory of Okla- 
homa provided for a delegate in Con- 
grees, and it is a noteworthy as weil 
as a commendable fact that the first 
delegate is * Republican. Jadge 
Harvey went to Oklahoma from Kansas, 
and bie long acquaintance and association 
with Kansas politics will give bim the support 
of the solid Kansas delegation here in matters 
before Congress.

DR. O’REILLY’S POSITION. 

Dr. Thos. O'Reilly, one of the most prom!- 
nent Irish-Americans in this city said: For 
Mr. Parnell to remain at the head of the Irieh 
party would be disastrous te the aome rule 
movement. It le plainly a question of antag- 
onizing Mr. Gladstone and the Liberals for 
Parnell to retain the leadership and this can- 
mot be thought of by anyone having the 
interest of the Irish cause at beart. Gladstone 
isthe only Englishman who has ever identi- 
fied himseif with Ireland’s struggle for bome 
rule.

The wonder is that this inevit- 
able ending te a career of reckless dissipation 
has not set in much earlier, fer the King had 
attained the age of 73 years. 

That Williem III. should have combined so 
many peculiar traits, prompting every species 
of vagary, is principally due to his ascestry 
om the maternal side. His mother was a 
daughter of the Emperor Paul of Russia, one 
ofthe most dissolute monarehs in Europe. 
The Dutch King’s waywarduess antedates his 
accession tothe throme in 1849, for it is cur- 
rent talk among the Dutch that when the 
Prime Minister, after William II.“ e death, 
went in search of the new severeigs, then ab- 
sent abread, he feund him after much dig 
culty traveling incognito with a French singer 
among the Highlands of Scetiand. His mar- 
ried life, at least that portion of it which he 
paseed with bis first wife, a daughter of the 
King of Wurtemberg, Was nota bappy one to 
elther husband or wife. The latter was an 
amiable and gifted woman, but too much of a 


blue stocking to suit der pleasure-loving 
lord. She gave up trying to reform him and 
sought consolation in the society of artists 
and men of letters. Her friendship for Joha 
Lothrop Motley, American Minister at The 
Haxue and author of ‘*The Rise and 
Fall of the Dutch Republie, was ene of the

The Late William ITI. 


Of the two sons bern of the royal union 
the elder proved himeelf ed of his 
father’s traits by making Paris his home and 
leading the riotous existence of the gilded 
The nightly orgies of him- 
companions alternated between 
„Peters, in the Passage des Princes, and 
the renowned Bignen’s. It was on ene of these 
occasions, I believe, thatthe Duc de Gram- 
mont-Caderousse, im rising to toast the 
Prince of Orange, by which title the Dutch 
heir apparent was knewn, solemniy filled his 
glass and drank to the health of—Citrea 
(emon).

THE OLDEST CHURCH, 


The First in This Ceuntry—Where John 
Smith’s Cemrades Gathered. 


About 200 miles south of the city of Wash- 
ington and a few miles south of the mouth of 
James River, in the ancient County of Isle of 
Wight, in the State of Virginia, stands the 
eldest buliding erected on this continent by 
English-speaking people, says the Washing. 
ton Star. It is a chureh built entirely of 
brick and called ‘‘St. Luke’s’’ aud Old 
Smithfield Church,’* while its histeric name 
is The Brick Chureh.’’ 

For 200 years the house of worship from time 


te time of the six generations that sleep 
around it under the fine grove of oaks, syca- 
more, walnuts and cedars, it resounds with 
no voice of praise and prayer, it having been 
abandoned in the year 1836 as & church, on ac-

CHIEF RED CLOUD. 


A ST. LOUIS NEWSPAPFR MAN’S RECOLLEC- 
TIONS OF THE OGALLALLA LEADER, 


‘The Early Indian Commissioners and the 
Conferences With the Tribes—A Pen 
Picture of Red Cleud im His Best Days— 
His Prayer inthe Open Field and His 
Kick Agaiast a Phetegrapher. 


HE noted Ogalialia Chief, 
Red Cloud, now attracting 
attention from his con- 
servative position respect- 
ing the ghest dance craze 
was at one time a terror to 
the whites, taking a leading 
part im the early Sioux 
troubles, and some per- 
sonal recollections of the 
chief, therefore, may be of 
interest at the present time. 

a Ia 1867 the Indian Peace 
Commission, appointed by President John- 
son, Visited Fort Laramie to treat with such 
ef the Nerthern tribes as could be induced te 
come in, the writer of this accompanying 
them on this mission, 

At the outset it is necessary to state that the 
policy of that commission was to form two 
large Indian reservations, on which all the 
wiid tribes east of the Rocky Mountains were 
te be gathered, one at the North on the Mis- 
sour! River in Dakota Territory, the other 
South on the unoccupied pertion of the Indian 
Territory, which plan was ultimately effected, 

Mr. G. V. Beanvais of St. Louis, an old In- 
dian trader ameng the Sioux, and Dr. 
Matthews, for many years stationedia the 
Crow country, were sent on as messengers 
some weeks ahead by the cemmissioners to 
bring in the Crews and Northera Sioux to 
Fort Laramie. 

DEALING WITH THE REDSKINS. 

Dr. Matthews brought down a large delega- 
tion of Crows; some other bands came ia, du 
Red Cloud, who was then camped with his 
following on Tongue River, 300 miles north of 
Laramie, utterly refused to come down. He 
bad deen on the war path for twelve years, 
was defiant, and sent word to the commis- 
sioners peremptorily demanding that the 
Powder River road, leading from the Union 
Pacific Railroad te Montana, should be aban- 
doned, and that the three forts along that 
route—Forts Reno, Phil Kearney and C. F. 
Smith—sheuld be demolished, and the troops 


gerrisoning them be withdrawn, before he 
would make peace. 
Such were his terms, his ultimatnu pre- 
liminary to treating with the commissioners. 
He then stoed forth, as his name imparts, a 
menacing cloud hovering orn the northern 
horizon, ready to burst forth, carrying terror 
and desolation in his path. Cen. Sherman, a 
member ef the Peace Commission, and then 
commarding the Military Dep. .tmaat of the 
Missouri, most emphaticaliy declined evacu- 
ating the forts at the behest ef Red Cleud, 
who thus became the main obstacie to the 
reservation plan. The scheme was, however, 
drawn up, and the metes and bounds of the 
Nerthern reservation established, as since 
settied upon. Several of the Sioux bands 
agreed to accept the alternative offered them, 
refusing to joim the Red Cloud eonlfederacy. 
The commission subsequentiy met in 
Washington and considered the matter of 
Red Cloud’s demand. On this question the 
commission wasatfirst at variance. Gens. 
Harney and Sanborn favored a vigorous 
resecution of the war, toferce Red Cioud’s 
ndians to go op the reservation. Gen. Sher- 
man then asked Gen. Augur, commanding the 
Department ot the Platte, how much force 
be would require te protect the Unios Pacific 
Kallrsad and the frontiers. The answer was 
20,000 men, one-half mounted. Gen. Terry 
sald he should — 2 in the Department of 
eta an equal saumber. Gen. Sherman 
their stated that the condition of the Southern 
States and the Gnanecial condition ef the 
count were such as to render military 
operations of such maguitude in lent 
and it should be avoided.

WAITING ON RED CLOUD. 

At Laramie we bad to wait several days for 
Red Cloud, as Indians are tardy in their prog- 
ress when moving with their lodges, tent- 
poles and retinue of sequaws and dogs. A run- 
ner from his camp named Grass came in and 
agreed te go back and hasten the royal prog- 
ress. 

Grass lingered about the fort till sundown, 
having an itching desire to learn all about the 
annuity goods, more especiaily as to whether 
a goed supply of ammanition was brought 
along. Appreaching the writer, he inquired. 
Nou Washington man, you, you? Me Sioux, 
me, me, yes. Striking hia breast, Leu no 
Washington man, eh! Heap wagons, eh! No 
powder,eh!’’ The lies were su es not 
to misiead his chief. d Cloud finally got in 
and campea on the Platte, three miles trom 
the fort. His advance,comprising 200 mounted 
warriors, rode up te the fert with a great 
flourish, announeing their approach with 
whoops and yells, as is their custom. 

Red Cloud did not show up at once, holdin 
himself in dignified seclusion. e des 
the great council should held outside of 
any building so that all his people could see 
what was going on. His appearance was 
modest and reserved. His fine look lag, spare 
face was just tidctured with paint marks 
of yellow ocher; hie biack hair, parted in the 
middie, hung down to his shoulders in two 
braided lecks tied with yellow ribbens. His 
dress was simple, and divested of all orna- 
ments, excepta German silver plate worn on 
his breast hammered out by an Indian artist. 

He was then (e years of age, and, great war- 
rior as he was, bore evidence of a reflective 
mind and native refinement. 

The couscil was opened by a speech from 
Gen. Fiint, the Commandant of the post, who 
was fellowed by the ‘‘good Mr. Brunot,’’ as 
Horace Greely called him, ina — prayer. 
Thea Bed Cloud rose and waikiaeg a little out- 
side to the outer circie of the Indian group 
he raised his hands upwarde to 


wits uplifted hands, all tae Indians rising’ to 
their feet, he uttered the following prayer, 
which was rendered by the interpreter as

There 
is the health-giving germ and the disease- 
producing germ. Our tissues are com 
of minute organisms called cells. These cells 
are of varied shapes and consistency, and 
they display the phenemenate which we give 
the mame ef life. Each of them has its 
separate individuality, and each of them bas, 
in »health, the capacities necessary we 
maintenance. These capacities are is- 
played in the varieus precesses 
which may be generally described as 
waste and development. A littie higher up 
in the seale you come to another perfectiy in- 
dependent organism this time composed of 
several celle. As youascend in the process 
of evolution you d that the operatious of 
the individual cel are cenduc not solely 
with reference to its own weil being, but 
with reference to the welfare of tae eile 
group. In this developed condition they are 
called upon to perform special functions, for 
the good, as it were, of the community at 
large. All of these celis, even in their 
forms are endowed with the potentialities 
which make this development possibile. They 
are ready in emergencies to come to the res- 
oue, so to speak, and are capable of astonish - 
img achievements when there is work te de in 
the direction ef reproductien and repair. We 
begin, therefore, with that simplest of living 
things, a single cell, and end with that tri- 
umph ofevolution—the wonderful aggregate 
with its differentiations in structdre- and 
functions, ite complexities and oo-ordina- 
tions, and ite barmonious workings 
as 4 whole. Perhaps one of the 
most important of the functions of the cell is 
that which it is called upon to exercise ia the 
expulsion of invaders. Bacteria are usually 
rod shaped. IDave already given you some 
idea of their size. It was for a long time 
difficult to determine whether they beloaged 
to the animal world or tothe vegetable king- 
dom. It is now, however, defiaitely settled 
that they are plants. Really they are very 
simple forms ot cell. They can exist only in 
the presence of oxygen, warmth and 
moisture. have to st gie 
fer existence as energetically as 
higber forms life. They are 
to be found everywhere. There ere thou- 
sands of different species of bacteria, and we 
are indebted te Dr. Koch for a contirvance by 
which these different species may be sepa- 
rated with absoiute certainty and cultivated 
independently. He has done much to acquaint 
us with their habits and characteristics. We 
can now caltivate them as easily as any other 
lant can be cultivated; we can arrange them 
n groups, and wecan find out wüst condi- 
tions are most likely to either superinduce 
their development or to retard it. It unfor- 
tunately happens that there are 
a few varieties whichdo not flourish in 
nature after the fashion of ether bae- 
teria. When they invade the human body 
they grow atthe expense ofthe tlasues with 
which they come int: contact. This is the 
disease producing bacterium, and it secretes 
a poison—ptomaine. The invasiAnis always 
the signal for the beginning of astruggie. kh 
is o ight for existence, with the bacteria on 
one side and the cells om the other.

Of course it ie most 
commonly found in the lungs, though the seat 
of the trouble may be located elsewhere. It 
is not everybody who is liable to be euc- 
cessfully attacked, but just wherein predis- 
osition lies hasn’t been discovered. 
Vhat is known ie that tuberculosis can never 
find itswrigin in anything but the tubercle 
bacillus: that it cannot be inherited aud that 
it must invade the body from the outside. The 
bacillus tuberculosis may find the conquest 
easy when it attacks those who have inher- 
ited tendencies, if such tendencies can be in- 
herited, but why one should beable te resist 
ites onslaught while another sucoambes to it is, 
as I bave intimated stilla mystery. A decade

PENSIONS FOR POLICE. 


THE LATEST PROPOSITION OF THE RELIEF 
. ASSOCIATION. 


A Bill te Be Introduced Iota the State Leg. 
lalature te Create a Pensica Fund Out 
ef Fees EFarzed bythe Pelice—The Pian 
Oatlined—The Board Nen-Committal. _ 


HE officers ofthe St. Leuis 

| Police Department are act- 

ively endeavoring to better 

their condition. Several 

months. ago they secured 

from the Municipal Assem- 

bly an increase in salary for 

the patrolmen from $75 to 

$83.334%4 per month. Thea the 

Board of Police Commission- 

ers was interested in the en- 

listing of additional men 

and the city fathers have 

now before them a bill pro- 

viding for the employ- 

ment of 100 more patrolmen and thir- 
teen more sergeants. It is more than 
probable that this measure will go through 
and the duties of the seven bundred men now 
enrolled will be correspondingly lighter. 
The latest scheme is by far the broadest and 
most important measure yet undertaken. 
The Missouri State Legislature will be asked 
to frame an act authorizing the Municipal 
Assembly ot the city of St. Louis to pass an 
ordinance setting aside sufficient money to 
carry out an extensive system of pensioning. 

PENSIONS FOR POLICE. 

The matter has been brewing for some time. 
The scheme had its inception in the Execu- 
tive Committee of the St. Louis Police Relief 
Association during the presidency of Seret. 
Tom Boyd of the Fourth. At that time 
it was contemplated that the measure might 
be made to affect the policemen and flremen 
ot the entire State. On account ot the exist- 
ent peculiarities in the employment and 
service of the country town officers, it was 
finaliy comciuded to restrict the mea- 
sure to St. Louis. The leaders 
in the Fire Department did not 
take the active interest anticipated, and the 
Police Relief Association will play s lone 
hand’’ in the matter. At the regular meeting 
ot the Board of Police Commissioners at the

The Hennessey Murder. 


Niew ORLEANS, La., Nov. 20.—The first move 
on the part of the defense in what will be a 
tedious, involved and long legal battle to save 
the lives of the Italians charged with 


murdering Chiet of Police Hennessey, 
took place to-duy. The Criminal District 
Court had beens prepared for the 
arraignment of the nineteen accused. The 
full force of deputy sheriffs was on duty, aided 
by a half a dozen policemen, assembled to 
preventtrouble. The fact that the Italians 
were to be arraigned had been kept a secret, 
consequentiy only filty or sixty persons 
were in court when the prisoners 
were broughtin. They were all placed in the 
dock and made quite a crowd, Matranga, the 
Carpnsos, Macheca and Gerachi being dis- 
tinguished above the others by their bana- 
fome presence, their portiy figures and their 
good clothes. They are the men supposed to 
be loaders of the Mafia here. 

The men were not arraigned, however. 
When the court was about ready to calllthem 
fromthe dock to-receive their pleas, Mr. 
Liorel Adams, leading lawyer for the defense, 
filed a motion to quash the indictment against 
all the dcottised except Charles Putorno, 
brother ofthe ex-Alderman, whose counse! 
would not join in the motion to quash. 
The ground of the motion is that 
Jobn T. Michel, a stenographer, was kept in 
the Grand-jury room to take the testimony of 
witnesses examined before that body con- 
trary to the law, which makes a Grand-jury 
consist of sixteen persons oviy, who shall act 
with the advice of the District Attorney. The 
defense claims thata recent decision of the 
Supreme Court recognizes this principle and 
in a parallel case decided that tbe indictment 
did not bold. The motion to quash will be 
tried Saturday. 


Jail Birds on the Wing. 


SOMERSET, Pa., Nov. 29.—Two years ago 
Herman Amberger, an aged farmer residing 
here, was brutally murdered in the presence 
ofhisfamily and robbed of nearly $30,000. 


Joseph and Pavid Nicery were tried and 
convicted L the murder and sen- 
tenced to Every possible effort 
bas been by their wealthy 
friends to secure ciemency for the brothers, 
even to producing a man who confessed that 
he was the murderer, but without avail. 
Shortly after the adverse decision by the 
Supreme Court the Nicery brothers broke jail, 
but were captured. 

At6 o'clock this evening the new jali, just 
eompleted and occupied, and supposed to ve 
one of the strongest ion the country, contained 
seven prisoners, the Nicerys, convicted of 
murder, and five others charged with burz- 
lary, areon, embezziement, etc. At7 o'clock 
four of them were gone and one of 
them named Alex Queer, charged with 
arson, was lying on the ground in the rear of 
the builded, a * and bleeding mass of 
flesh and bones. he alarm was given by 
Qacer, who, in attempting to descend the 
rope by which the others had escaped, fella 
distance of fifty feet. Hie cries attracted at- 
tention, and soom the entire p. pelation 
of the town, almost wild with exoclite- 
ment, had gathered about the building. 

Sheriff McMillen summoned a posse of 100 
men, dividing them off in equads, starting 
them to scour the country. The sheriff offered 
$900 reward for the murderers’ capture. The 
citizens assembled in the

a large sum of money to defray 
the expenses of the search and rewards 
for the capture of the fugitives. No definite 
clue has yet developed.

Not 
ong ago a promineat St. Louis lady who 
lives in the West End and entertains and gues 
outa great deal into society, although she is 
50 years old, came here to purchase a biack 
velvet. She always gets the best of every- 
thing, and she wanted a Lyons veivet, which 
is very costly, ranging from $8 to $10, even $20 
ayardinthe fipest grades. She selected her 
velvet and sent to know how much her dress- 
maker wanted. The dressmaker said she 
must have fourteen ards,» for the 
lady is tall and rather stout. She 
wouid not hear to getting 30 
much, and at last dismissed her dress maker, 
saving she would use herown judgment.

It is also well known that aftera 
prolonged bear campaign certain of the pro- 
fessional traders always c ntest an advance 
and renew theirshort contracts more freely 
after prices go down than while arise is in

A 
deal of any sort will suffice for a ‘‘filling,’’ 
and perhaps more in the market, and recent 
buyers are relying vpon this as a 
means of getting out at ai profit. 
When it comes to the quality of the axree- 
ment, if one be made, it is quite a differ- 
ent proposition. Managers who may be 
whipped into line atthe start, but having no 
hearty sympathy with the movement, will 
take the first opportunity to cut aloof from 
Gould control. It is notso easy as it used to 
be, elther, to play fast and loose with ship- 
pers. An advance in the rates of trans- 
portation is not likely to be permitted with- 
out opposition inthe present temper of the 
grain growers of the Northwest, who have 
already given expression to their views in 
the formation of the Farmers’ Alliance.

It is also a very reassuring feature that 
the fortnightly settlements there passed off 
this week withoutany trouble. The Bank of 
England has increased its reserves £2,125 in 
the week, and all these facte together affora 
the prospect that there will not 
be any exports from this 
country, first, beeause there is a 
diminished necessity for gold there, ans 
second, because the large cotton crop in thit 
country must find a marke there, if not ae 
present prices then at lower ones, beford 
long, and the larger amount of cotton would 
soon turn the Exchange market in favor of 
During the five 
Nov. 1. 1889. to 
wo imported $3, 000, 000 
of gold in excess of exports. This has been 
about the usual experience of those five 
months for the last ten years, with the single 
exception of November and December of 1888. 
The stock market opened unsettled but gen- 
erally lower. The complete reaction yesterday 
afternoon after such an advance in the first 
hour and a half convinced many people that 
the market had become narrow again and that 
the buying bythe general public which bad 
been such a conspicuous feature fora week 
or two up to about the first of this week had 
almost ceased. The advance since Nov. 15 
had béen so rapid that se | people who 
were ready to bay stocks did not do so be- 
cause they were all the time expecting a re- 
action. The uncertainty a bout the 
money market tor the time bein 
also induced a good deal 0 
selling, both for the long and the short 
account, yesterday afcernoon and this mora- 
ing. The bank statenfent was awaited with a 
more tban usual interest andthe presumption 
that it would be unfavorable was indicated by 
the fact that prices fell off sharply in the ten 
minutes before the bank statement was an- 
nounced. The bank statement was favorable, 
because itshowed an increase of in 
the surplus reserve. and also because the 
liquidation of loans nearly corresponded to 
the decrease of deposits, but the continued 
loss of specie indicates a demand at some 
corner which has continued for some months, 
and in the last month has taken nearly $7,000, - 
000 of specie out of the New York banks. 
None of it has gone to Europe and the ques- 
tion as to where does it go is as puzziing an 
the one as to what has become of the $22, 
000 currency putout by the Treasury in Sep- 
tember and October. Afterthe bank state- 
ment was received the market was dull and 
unchanged.

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The Test at the Feur Courts—A Contriv- 
ance Which Will Net Only Abate the 
Smeke Nuisance but Saves Fuel, the 
Thing Desired—A Nevel Solutien of the 


H preliminary test of 
the Lee smoke consumer 
at the Four Courts on 
Friday has practically re- 
vived the whole smoke 
abatement question in a 
most energetic manner. 
At that test there were 
those who were invited 
and others. The others 
dad, or represented some 
ene who had, a good, 
practical, cheap and economical smoke 
consumer or preventer which would, 
according ta their statements, do all 
the others could do and a little more be- 
side. These gentiemen took the opportunity 
to force their machines upon those who had 
come especially to see another. 

The contrivance that was on exhibition that 
day is still buzzing away under the Four 
Courts furnace. The plant they are on is 
strictly a heating plant and furnishes no 
power whatever except to «a special 
engine put in to run the con- 
sumer. The bollers furnish steam 
for heating purposes only, and must in con- 
sequence be adjusted in accordance with the 
weather. 

The Lee smoke consumer takes the smoke 
out of the furnace by means of a revolving 
fan and returns it over the fire; another fan 
furnishing a draught. That isin brief the 
principle of the thing. To operate this con- 
sumer it is necessary to either have the pliant 
a power plant or put up an engine especially 
for the consumer fass. 

NO TEST OF ECONOMY. 

The value of this machine can only be tested 
on one qualification at the Four Courts and 
that is its ability to prevent any smoke com- 
ing from the chimney. No other test can be 
made there. It cannot be ascertained how 
mach fuel it saves as there is nothing to com- 
pare with. The increase in coal, if there is 
any, will de put down tothe extension ofthe 
heating system of the building or the lower 
temperature of the weather. How much steam 
is lost ia wer for the fans cannot 
be accurately estimated. So that from a point 
of view of economy no tests can be made on 
thie particular contfivance. As has been done 
im every case sofar, the same question will 
be brought up against th one: Can it be 
generally applied?’” Ie it good for all kinds 
of bollers, stacks and furnaces?’’ The owners 
of it assert that it can, but, unfortunately for 
them, others have made the same asser- 
tions and they have in other cases deen 
proved untrue. The bosts of fallures have 
made practical men suspicious of every new 
contrivance which appears, and the idea is 
now firmly rooted that no consumer and no 
improvement will be acceptable unless it re- 
duces the cost while abolishing the nulsance. 
This is a.demand which is not often 
made; inthe majority of cases any improve- 
ment is paid for atarate proportionate to its 
value, but the smoke consumer must be 
cheaper than nothing at all, which makes the 
task of the igventor doulfy difficult. The 
opinions of eZperts are es various as the 
machines, but they all agree on one point, 
and that is that no smoke consumer van be 
forced upon a fireman or an engineer, unless 
he wants it. The tricks of fring with the soft, 
smoky eoal used in St. Louis are as many as 
the tricks of a crooked gambler. 

Even under the best of ocircnuinstances it is 
difficult to devise a pian for the general appl!- 
cation of smoke preventers or consumers, 
owing to the universal use in St. Louis of soft 
coal for domestic purposes. 

CAN’T BE GENERALLY APPLIED. 

The Boller Inspector of St. Louls, Capt. 
Wm. McClellan, sald: Ido not see the way 
to the solution of the smoke problem yet. 1 
wish Icould. I have seen consumer after 
consumer, and there alwaysis a defect some- 
where. It either damages the boiler or robs 
it ot too much steam, or it burnstoo much 
fuel up the stack or blows away the heat, and 
none thatI have seen so far will permit of 
general application.’’ 

A SOLUTION. 

Mr. John Ringen of this city gives his opin- 
ion of how to solve the probiem. He says: 

**The agitation kept upin the PostT-DI8PATCH 
to abate the smoke nuisance in St. Louis is 
certainly very laudable, for the smoke is no 
doubta great objection for residing here. I 
would like to make asOiggestion: Smoke con- 
densers are all right as far as they go, but as 
they are practicable only in factories, inst !- 
tutions and large buildings where large quan- 
tities of coal are consumed for power 
purpose they will leave the thou; 
sands of kitchen and heating apparatus 
chimneys unprovided for, and 1 think 
that in the aggregate these will make 
moresmoke than the former. This is how! 
would proposeto abate the smoke nuisance 
entirely: First, take all the smoke out of coal 
at the mines; second, pass an ordinance 
against the use of raw cogil. To take the 
smoke out ot raw coal at the mines large gas- 
works should be erected ,and instead of frying 
out all gases contained in the coal only 
enough to make it smokeless should be taken 
out which weuld leave a coke easy to ignite, 
and every way a better fuel than the raw coal. 
The gas should beconducted under the river 
bed into the city to be used as gas fuel. 
Likewise should electric power be made at 
the coal mines and conducted over the bridges 
across the river to be used in the 
city where wanted. This is not at all a visiun- 
ary matter, but entirely practical. Of course 
a powerfni company to carry out the pien is 
necess " 
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ary.’ 

Mr. 2 suggestion is net entirely 
new, and bas been objected to. The first 
cost of making the necessary Changes for the 
adoption of his system would be so great that 
it would meet with bitter oposition, and no 
system wiil answer which will cost more than 
the present. As faras St. Louls is concerned 
for the present, the way to abate the nulsauce 
which cannot be entirely done away with is 
through a mechanical contrivance, and with 
the number of people devising them it is safe 
to predict that if net yet found it will be 
soon.

Soon after bis daughter became a widow, 
Mr. Dun left Kentucky and located ia the 
richest pertion of Central Ohio a large body 
of laud, some ten thousand acres, and there 
continued his stock industry, 
family meanwhile residing at 
licothe, in that Stute, where 
attractive young widowed daughter met 
and married Allen G. Thurman, a talented 
young lawyer two or three years her junior 
in age, but so well mated have they always 
been that even to the present day this dis- 

arity of years onthe wrong side has never 

en apparent. Mr. Thurman’s future 
greatness was not foreshadowed then. for it 
is said that she would sometimes jestingly 
say to him in the little passages of bright 
pleasantry interchanged between them when 
their friends were around:

The esuthors have taken Froude’s view of 
Mary's character, and frankly depict ber as 
a guilty, but most fascinating woman. The 
details are worked out with pitiess realism, 
and a great effect is produced by the scene of 
Darniey’s sick room in the Kirk o’Fields 
and the subsequentexplosion. But probabiy 
the strongest scene in the drama is that in 
which Bothwell, after the murder of Darnley, 
makes his way into the Queen's bedchamber 
and is confronted by the ghostly apparition of 
the dead man wrapped in hisshroud. Chelles, 
whe persornates Bothwell, is an extremely 
fine actor, and his exit in that scene, if less 
powerfully executed, would certainly have 
seemed absurd, if not ludicrous. He falls 
upon his hands and knees and so crawis in an 
agony of terror from the room. As be did it 
the effect was thrilling, but I would advise 
no lese gifted performer to attempt 
it. In his hands the role rose to tue 
dignity of tragedy, and quite overshadowed 
that of the Queen, which was only fairly 
well personated by Mile.

AND BEARS 170 YEARS AGO.

Speculating on a Trade That Never Ex- 
isted—The Craze for Steck in London 
Scenes on ’Change—List ef Bubble Com- 
panies—How the Recket Went Up aad 
How the Stick Came Ders.

INCE the great house 
S« Barings went up 
(or dow), because of 
immense investments 
m South American se- 
*rcurities (which were 
very insecure when 
needed to help the 
owners out of finan- 
sial troubles) there 
has been more or less 
incidental allusion to 
a former South Amer- 
ican experience in which net one bouse 
merely, but many houses and tens of thou- 
sands of people in England had their fingers 
badly burned im the financiel fre. Our Cousin 
John Bull is usually considered the most care- 
ful and conservative person im the world 
where money matters are concerned, but oc- 
casionally—at very long intervals, however— 
he makes a wild rnsh ia the opposite direc- 
tion, and then, of all the bulls in the market 
he is the bulllest bull. And he never stops 
until there has been a smash, compared with 
which the ‘‘bull-in-the-china-shop’’ per 
formance was a very small and quiet affair. 
Everybody has heard of 
THE SOUTH SEA BUBBLE, 
as the greatest of these British bull rampages 
is called; but to the majority it is only a name 
for something about which they really know 
very little. Let us see if the stock of popular 
knowledge cannot be enlarged dy the 
making of a long story short, for of 
material there is enough to bullda big book, 
and Iam therefere compelled to pick out, so 
to speak, only the plums in the pudding. 
First, asa poetic send-off, these lines from 
Pope: 
At length corruption, like a general flood, 
Did deluge all; and avarice, creepiag on, 
Spread, likea lew bern mist, and hid the sun. 
Statesmen and patriots plied alike the stocks, 
Peeress and butler shared alike the box; 
And judges jobbed, and bishops bit the town, 
And mighty dukes packed cards for half a crown; 
Britain was sunk In.Lucre’s sordid charms, 
And sainw and sinuers rushed to Mammon’s ar ms. 


In the year 1711 Robert Harley, Earl of Ox- 
ford, was Prime Minister of England; a small 
peg, I have always thought him, for so large 
a hole. Public credit had suffered se- 
riously by the overthrow of the Whig Gov- 
ernment,. and Harley undertook te re- 
store it, and also to extinguish ne floating 
national debt—then amounting to £10,000, 000. 


Thie debt was assumed by anumberof lead- 
ing merchants and capitalists, the Govern- 
ment agreeing to guarantee them 6 per cent 
interest or £600,000 per annum. To secure 
this interest the duties on wines, vinegar, 
Indian goods, wrought silks, tobacco, whale 
fins and some otber articles were deciared 
permanent; and, most important ef all, 
A MON@POLY 

of the trade to the South Seas was granted. So 
when the company was incorporated by act 
of Parllament it took the name of The South 
Sea Co.’’—by which it has been damned to 
everlasting fame. Harley was particulariy 
proud of this work and those who desired to 
fiatter him called it the Earl of Oxford’s 
masterpiece.’’ 

At that time, we must remember, not ye 
much more was known in England about Shut 
America than there was about Central Africa 
before the recent missionary expedition to 
rescue Emin Pasha from the captivity he 
loved. The vastamountof gold and silver 
which Spain had drawn from Mexico and Peru 
made Englishmen believe that the entire 
eastern coast of South America was ovyer- 
whelmingly rich in the precious metals, and 
therefore all they had to do te get rich them 
selves was to send out Englisn goods aad ex- 
change them with the unsophisticated natives 
for the product of their exhaustiess mines. 
Meanwhilethe report was vigorously olreu- 
lated that Spain would williagly permit Eng- 
lish free trade with her South American 
possessions, when, iu fact, the freest trade 
ever obtained was permission from Phillip V. 
to wend one ship a year—and that of lim- 
ited tonnage and value of cargo. And only 
one ship ever was sent, and that not until 
1717. Nextyear the war with Spain put an 
effectual quietus upem this branch of the 
business. 

Meanwhile, however; the public had 

SWALLOWED THE BAIT 

without suspecting the hook. Shares had in- 
creased so much in value that in 1717 the com- 
pany petitioned Parliament to raise the eapi- 
tal stock from 410. 000, 000 to 12, 000, 000, anda 
offered eto take 5 per cent instead of 6. The 
Bank of England wanted some of the pie, 
too; but finally the South Sea bidders walke 


| off with the prize, and at once bega to make 


the most of it. Such was their success that in 
1720 they actually proposed to assume the en 
tire national debt—then about £31,000,000—in 
consideration of 5 per cent per annum secured 
to them until midsummer, 1727. After that 
time the whole was to be redeemable at the 
pleasure ofthe Legislature, and the interest 
reduced to 4 per cent. Then the bank 
began to bid against the company, aud 
the competition became fast ard lous. 
Finally on Feb. 2, 1720, Parliament re- 
solved that the company’s proposals were 
the most advantageousfor the country and 
leave was giygn to bringin a bill to that et- 
fect. Shares wentup from 130 to 300 and con- 
tinued to rise rapidly during the whole time 
the bill was under Wiscussion. Mr.—after.- 
wards Sir Robert—Walpole, 3 opposed 
it, and was almost the only publ man who 
did. With womderful foresight (always so 
much better than hindsight) he predicted the 
result and was laughed at for his pains. 
Usually he had the closest attention of the 
House, but now when he rose to speak against 
the South Sea bill bis audience was largely 
composed of empty benches. Two months 
was spent in debate, the company meanwhile 
‘‘bulling’’ the stock by all sorts of devices, 
and at last the bill passed by 172 against 55— 
the stock then standing at . m 
the 4th to the ith of April the di 
was in the House of Lords, passed 
on the last date by 83 to 17, received the royal 
assent immediately and so became a law. 
Singulariy enough the stock dropped to 200

In 1878 one of the original members, named 
Baggett, went to Parker County, Texas, and 
there organized the first formal organization 
known asthe Farmers’ Alliance. It was «& 
secret society. Mr. Oswald Wilson, sow the 
manager of the New York headquarters, was 
teaching school in that vicinity at the time 
and he aed bis principal, on the invitation of 
the farmers, were among the first nfembers of 
the new organization. Soon afterward, ig 
the same year, the Farmers’ Alliance made its 
appearance im Western New York, but not as 
asecret organization. The title spread to 
the Northwest States, wherein spots it lin- 
gered, but more often lest itself in other 
orders. In the South the title was not known 
for several years outside of Texas, but there 
it grew and flourished, for the Parker County 
organization gradually became a State order, 
and in 1886 the Texas Farmers’ Alliance had a 
membership of 150,000. 

Delegates from the Farmers’ State Union of 
Louisiana, with a membership of 10,000, met 
in February, 1887, with the delegates from the 
Stete Alliance of Texas and formed what was 
then known as the National Farmers’ Alli- 
ance and 

CO-OPERATIVE UNION, 
obtaining from Washington a national charter 
as atrades union. Organizers were then sent 


to all the Southern States to urge the farmers 
te establish subordismate Alliances in their 
school districts. Oswald Wilson went first to 
bis native State of Florida, where he organ- 
ized the first District Alliance, In Georgla, 
soon afterward, he organized an- 
other District Alliance. The movement 
spread rapidly after that, especially in the 
great cotton belt, where the planters had 
long been the victims of sellers and 
purchasers, cotton brokers and money lend- 
ers, who, acting, it was charged, in concert, 
had loaded down many magnificent planta- 
tions with debt and mortgages, and notosly 

crops at thelr own figures 

foreciosed on chattels an 

almost at will. District 
Alliances there soon grew into county and 
then State Alliances, and the first National 
Convention was held ian Shreveport, in Octo- 
ber, 1887. At the same time the National 
Wheel, a similar order, whese branches were 
most fourishing in Tennessee, Kentucky and 
other of the central States of the South, beld 
its convention in Sbreveport, and it was de- 
cided to conselidate the two orders. This de- 
cision was ratified at aconvention beld in 
Meridian, Miss., in December, 1888, and the 
name of the consolidated order became, for a 
time, the Farmers and Laborers’ Unioa, It 
accepted as members farmers, farm-laborers, 
mechanics (mostiy rural), country school 
teachers, country physicians and ministers of 
the Gospel. The chief restrictions were that 
an applicant for membership must be white 
and over 16 years of ace. 
Meanwhile, the Northwestern Alliance bad 
been growing, the wheat farmers fin ding it an 
excellent medium through which to continue 
the old contest of the producers against the 
trausportation companies for a more ¢qual- 
ized 

ADJUSTMENT OF RATES. 

Kach order felt the need of co-operation with 


‘ether sections of the country, and in Decem- 


ber, 1889, delogates from the two held a con- 
ference on the neutral ground of St. Louis, 
and there made arrangements, in convention 
to consolidate under the title of the National 
Farmers’ Alliance and Industrial Union, the 
consolidation, of course, to be subject to 
ratification by the various State, county and 
district organizesions. 

The ratification has been general, and the 
coming convention at Ocala, Fia., isthe re- 
sult. Mere than that the Alliance, while 
stretching out te the Pacific coast, has also 
been coming eastward until at last it has 
touched the Middle Atlantic States, so that, 
as is claimed, the December convention will, 
for the first time, be national in every sense 
of the werd. New England still remains out 
in the cold, partiy because farming is not so 
much ofan industry there now as it was, but 
organizers have their eyes already upon those 
Eastern States and predict that the seed of 
the new order will soon be sewn there in

with D. F. Alien of Allestown as evquniser, 
a membership of 3,000 is already claimed, 
and there bas not yet been time to make any 
real attemptto canvass the State. In New 
Jersey, where ©. F, Atkinson has been ap- 
pointed organizer, the membership is now 
reported at 900. is, of course, is consid- 
ered a mere beginning, for in a State so 
thinly populated as Florida, where there are 
onl „000 voters, the membership in the 
Alliance is 20,000. With the establishment of 
the New York heaaquarters great gains in 
Eastern membership are looked for, and 
Manager WIlson is called upen once or oftener 
every week to establish a Distriest Aillance in 
a New York or New Jersey township. 

Alliance members say that their attitude in 
matters political has been misrepresented. 
They do not, they „ want place or wer, 
but y do want legisiation. While . see 
no reason why a competent farmer should be 
barred from office because of his occupation, 
they will cheerfully support men of another 
oocupation—even lawyers on whom they can 
depend—for the legisiation they want. The 
fret attempt at shaping national legislation 
in the interest of the Alliance was made last 
year in the St. Louis Conventions, when the 
sub-treasury bill was presented and in- 
dorsed. It provides that the Government 
shall accept deposits of produce, such as cot- 
ton, wheat and otker imperishable staples, 
and issue in exchange for 80 r cent of such 
staples certificates of deposit which shall pass 
as currency, just as silver certificates pass. 
The bill was introduced in both Senate and 
House last session, but died in committee. It 
is promised that it will be introduced again, 
and finally pushed to passage. That is the 
one national issue now favored by the 
Alliance. 

Everyone knows what the Farmers’ Al- 
ance men did atthe polls last election day. 
They swept Kansas, Tennessee and South 
Carolina; made gains in Georgia, Fiorida and 
elsewhere in the South and revolutionized 
polities in the Northwest. In Tennessee and 
South Carolina, the newly elected Governors 
are farmers and

ance men. One of them is B. 
H. Clover, the National Vice- Pres- 
dent of the Alliance. Two of the new Con- 
gressmen from South Carolina ran as Allt- 
ance Democrats. It is claimed that sixty 
members of the next Congress have pledged 
themselves to support all Alliance measures, 
and that many otbers will not deem itsafe to 
oppose them. Alliance men claim a majority 
on joint ballot in the South Carolina Legisia- 
ture and say that they willsend their repre- 
sentative to the United States Senate. Itis 
openly asserted thattbere are Alliance ma- 
jorities, although perbaps, within party 
lines, inthe Legislatures of Florida, North 
Carolina, Kansas and some of the North- 
western States. The Aljlliance feels that at 
last the farmers are on the high road to vie-

ry. 

And yet, said an Alliance farmer, ‘‘while 
we are begianing to realize what we can do, 
properly organized, the talk about capturing 
the Presidency is confined toavery few en- 
thugiaste. Inthe first place the majority of 
our members are not going to abandon 
the eld parties ine a presidential elec- 
tion. Secondly, we don't want the Govern- 
ment with its responsibilities and powers. We 
want to see men elected who will be loyal to 
us, and who will fight legislation intended to 
grind the farmer down. We're doing practical 
work now and bave no time for wildgoose ex- 
cursions. It used to cost votton planters from 
18 to 20 per cent for a loan, and they have so 
little margin of profit that they must work on 
borrowed money. The Alliance now sees to 
it that planters get loans at 8 percent. Then, 
too, we sell their cotton for cash. That’s 
practical, is it not? So is our effort to elect 
men, of whatever party, who willl be true to 
us. When we go beyond that we get into 
moonshine and drive away our own support- 
ers. Weare not going todo anything ridicu- 
lous at the Florida Convention.’’ 

L. Polk of Washington, D. C., is now 
President of the Alliance, and Congressman- 
elect B. H. Cloverof Kansas is Vice-Presi- 
dent. The Secretary is J. H. Turner of 
Washington, D. C., and the Treasurer W. H. 
Hickman of Missouri. The election of new 
officers will be one of the interesting features 
of the convention. The head of the order and 
its chief guiding spirit * generally 
acknowledged to be Dr. C. W. Macune, whose 
present address is Washington, D. C. He is 
Chairman of the Executive Board. It is ex- 
pected that 2,000 delegates will attend the 
convention. The Alliance will also conduct 
the Sem!-Tropical Exposition, which will be 
opened in Ocala, Dec. 1, and continued ninety 
days.

| CONSUMPTION’S GERMS. 


HOW TO W4GE THE BATTLE AGAINST THE 
TUBERCULOSIS BACILLUS. 


— 


Methed ef Prevention That Will Save Many 
Frem the Need ef Koch’s Curative 
Lymph — What Recent Experiments 
Have Fully Proved—A Cautien te These 
With the Disease. 


(Written for the SUNDAY Post-Diapartcn.}. 
T Was in the year 1883, 
says Dr. Julius Stunde 
ma recent ‘‘Medical 
Revier, when net 
only scientific circles, 
but the world at large 
was astounded by the 
mews that Prof. Koch 
bad . discovered the 
tuberculosis bacillus. 
This discovery was the 
reward of strenous, 
well-aimed studies and investigations, and 
was hailed with general rejoicing and the 
hopefulnéss that since the nature of the 
enemy was known which destroys one- 
seventh part of the population of the earth, 
ways and means would be fousd with which 

to combat the poison and cure the disease. 
Time is about to tell whether these hopes 


will be realized, ana whether or not Prof. 
Koch’s lymph is the real antidote, that will 
drive the dread Tuberculosis from the face of 
the earth. 

During the last three years the tuberculosis 
bacillus has been the object of dilligent re- 
searches, and the fact established by Koch 
has since been confirmed and verified by 
— other scientists, that the tuberculosis 
baciilus does not develop or augment inde- 
pendent of human or animal organlem. Al- 
most all other bacili@ and fung! thrive under 
adequate circumstances. Potatoes, carrion, 
etc., are excelient breeders, but the tuber- 
culosis bacillus is very fastidious Im regard to 
the substance on which it feeds, and requires 
moreover a temperature of 30 degrees ior its 
development. An absence of these condi- 
tions will prevent its development and in- 
crease. The growth of the tuberculosis ba o- 
Ius outside of the animal body is absolutely 
im possible. 

Whenever the tuberculosis bacillus falis on 
arid ground, so to speak, and under unfav- 
orable conditions of temperature, it is quick- 
ly outranked by other bacter le. which grow 
taster, just as a plant set out im the garden 
and not yet acciimated is destroyed dy the 
hardier weeds. 

Only the human and the animal organism 
offer the conditions favorable to its develop- 
ment, and therefore all tuberculosis bacilim 
with which man or beast may be inflicted 
must have lived first in the human or animal 
body, and solence has fixed irrevocably upon 
the fact that only the living blood-warm body 
favors an increase of these bacilia! 

And in what manner? 

I answer, through expectoration, the secre- 
tions of the air passages coughed up and con- 
taining daellle. 

Thissounds verysimple and self-evident, 
and my readers will say that they kaew it 


—

long ago. But in the very cogaizance of this 
fact lies the point, against which the attack 
of the tuberculosis, this fell destroyer of man- 
kind, must de directed. 

It was formerly believed that even the air 
exhaled by those afilicted with tuberculosis 
contained the bacilias and was therefore in- 
fectious, and if such were the case it would be 
im possible te establish measures fer the pre- 
vention ofsuch condition in the face of the 
fact, that one-seventh part of humanity is 
affiicted more or less with this dread disease. 
The atmosphere im clesed places, churches, 
theaters, etc., would be pregnant witb tuber- 
culosis bacili@, and the poor mortal so 
afftiloted would constantly reproach himself 
with the bitter thought that with every breath 
he drew, he would be 

POISONING HIS SURROUNDINGS, 
his nurses, his friends, bringing about a con- 
dition which would make lIife as umbearable 
as tho tortures of the damned. 

How gratefal should we not be to the 
scientists, who through strenuous and peril- 
ous efforts, have demonstrated that beoilia, 
or Dacillus germs can under no circumstances 
be carried from a humid surface through 
evaporation or the passing of air imto the 
de syd, surroundings, and that the air ex- 

aled by consumptives is iree from bacilia. 

Dr. Tappeiner of Meran had wader his 
charge a patient afflicted with tuberculesis in 
a high degree whom be let cough for two 
months into the wire opening of an other- 
wise closed small wooden cage containing 
two rabbits, but the animals were not afiect- 
ed by it. Airwas led to pass through the 
mucus containing tuberculosts bacilius and 
was afterward inhaled bythem, but it pro- 
duced no evil effects. Other similar experi- 
ments were made in great numbers and 
always with the same results. 

In spite of all thie infection is carried 
threugh the air, and im the fewest possible 
cases does the fresh,wet mucus cut any figure 
in the transmission of the bacilius. Of course, 
kiesiag a patient’s mouth, which hes net 
been wiped dry, using the same dish or drink- 
ing cup. perhaps thesame handerchief wet 
with expectoration, or the upswashed bands 
of nurses can resultinadirect transmission 
ofthe discharged phlegm, but these cases 
disappear before the great numberof those 
attacked by this insidious disease. 

Although the tuberculosis bacillus does not 
thrive under unfavorable circumstances, and 
even parishes, it possesses that quality in 
which its greatest danger lies, 1. ., it retains 
ite germinating power in its Gry state fer a 
long time—for months. 

The mucus thrown off by consumdtives, 
drying and turning into dust,is the rea) trazs- 
mitéor of tuberculosis, the poison, which, 
falling upon suitable ground, thrives, grows, 
augments and dustrovs its host, the humas or 
animal organlam, which it bas chosen for its 
lair. Dr. Geo, Cornet has proven, through 
many classical experiments made in his by- 
gienic laboratory at Berlin, the truth ef this 
thesis,and I will preseatly eite some examples 
from his volume on bygiene. 

Dr. Cornet started outwith the question 
Wheré must Ilook for tuberculosis bacillus? 
As consumption is the most general form 
which the tuberculosis assumes it is bust 
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natural to suppose that the alr inhaled trans- 
mits the cohtegion.

reat deal and always on the floor. Dr. 

ornet went to the corset factory and rubbed 
the dust from the surface ofthe wall of the 
workroom for an area of about two square 
yards, not only tn the place where the present 
patient had worked and which his dead col- 
league had occupied before him, but also 
from the ledges underneath the work table. 
Three animals were lnoculated with the dust. 
Two of them died with peritonitis; the other 
was killed forty days after the operation and 
reveaied the presence of a number of tuber- 
culosis bacilla in an advanced state, partly 
growing, partly caseous. 

In a case of this kind the usual belief would 
be adhered to, that the sons carry the germs 
of consumption witbin them and succumb to 
the inherited disease, because the mother 
died with hemorrhages of the lungs, Dr. 
Cornet’s investigation, however, proves con- 
ciusively that the infection was due to out- 
ward causes, I. e., the expectorated mucus of 
the dead colleague, converted into dust and 
breathed iuto his lungs. 

Another case: A gentleman, named O., has 
been suffering for nine months with bron- 
cbitis and consumption. He spits the phiegm 
into the cuspidor, seldom on the floor. is 
bome makes the impression of cleanliness and 
comfort. From an area af several feet of the 
surface of the wall dust was scraped 
rig’ under the sofa, which the patient 
occupied in the day-time, and this dust 
is injected into the abdominal cavity of three 
guinea-pigs. a few weeks one of the 
aulmals dies with peritonitis. After a lapse 
of thirty-eight days the dissection of the sec- 
ond animal demonstrates the presence of 
tuberculosis in the spleen, diaphragm and 
the liver;the third animal shows the same 
symptoms witb the presence of the tuberou- 
losis also inthe luvgs. A brother of the 
patient who at the time of the examination of 
the room was apparentiy well, is now afilicted 
with the same disease. The bare facts of the 
case point not to inheritance but to the 
presence of tuberculosis bacillus in the room, 
which infected the lungs and larynx of the 
healthy person as well as the abdominal or- 
gans of the guinea-pigs. 

All this tends to show that a room can a can 
be poisoned by a consumptive, and persons 
in geod health can be infected by the pacillus 
contained in the dust. 

Contrasting strangely with this is the fact 
that dust gathered from hospital rooms filled 
with consumptives was entirely free frem 
tuberculosis bacillus and did not produce in 
the test animals the fesults above described. 

How is this possibile? 

The reason for this striking state of affairs 
is very simple. The patients were not allowed 
to use anything eise for expectogating but the 
cuspidor, consequently they did not infect 
thelr surroundings with bacililm. The same 
mav be said fer the sanitariums for consump- 
tives. The purses of sue places are special! 
trained to know that aside from the dietetica 
and medicinal treatment given to their pa- 
tients, the guarding against

isa prime factor. The constmptive, who is 
not careful with the mucus he expecterates, 
endangers himself above all, because he lives 
inthe very midst of the poison be himself 
generates, and other portions of the lungs, 
heretofore intact, become infected from these 
outward causes, preventing a possible cure 
or bastening the end. The remarkable results 
achieved in sanitariums for consumptives are 
— eng based upon the prevention of seif- 
nfection with baciliz. 

The strange phenomenon, that in some 
cases all the members of one family die with 
censumptien, ene after the other, while in a 
second the disease is confined to. but one or 
two, is based upon the simple circumstance 
that In the latter hygienic cieanliness isa con- 
splouous factor, while no such oare is taken 
in the former. 

The mucus on the floor is carried about, 
spread, driec and becomes dust. This dust is 
the poison. Where it enters healthy 9 
the natural safeguard provisions throw it off; 
but where the alr-passages are inflamed or af- 
fected, and cannot therefore offer the ae er 
resistance the bacilius fasten upon the dis 
eased parts, thrive, increase and produce tu- 
berculosis. For this very reasen it may be 
observed that consumption makes it appear- 
ance after diseases of the air passeges, colds, 
preumonia, hemorrhages, taroat diseases, ia 
grippe, etc. 

Dry winds, especially east winds, very soon 
Gry up the mucus and spread its dust. I[nfeo- 
tious diseases, bronchial catarrhs, infamma- 
tion of the lunas,etc., make their appearance 
frequently during these east winds, and many 
patients date their frst attacks back to some 
violent east wind. The rapid drying up of the 
mucusand its convertion into dustare the 
real cause. 

The same danger, which pertains to the 
spitting on the floor, accompanies the spit- 
ting Im one’s handkerehief. Mucus, which 
has dried in the handkerchief, retains its in- 
fectuous poision for stx months. Even where 
a handkerchief is replaced every day, if used 
for expectoration during the day, it becomes 
afair distributor of this insidious dust and 
harbinger of disease; indeed no more prolific 
source for infection can be found. 

Now, that we are acquainted with the per- 
fiaious danger of the tubercnlosis bacilius 
without 9 fully tested the efficacy of the 
remeay, which the great discoverer and a4 
the same time embryo healends about to give 
to the world, is not ‘‘an ounce of prevention 
better than the proverbial pound of cure?’’ 
Particularly, when that medicament ig 
neither a chemical compound, nor a product 
— foreign climes, but consiste of the simple

THE FRESH WATER MAN. 


ODD TYPES AND CUSTOMS THAT ARE To BE 
SERN IN VENIOZ, 


Water, Water Everywhere, But Net a Drep 
te Drink—The Venetian Felicemaa the 
Mildest of His Kiad@d—A Piace Where 
Neise ts the Liberty All May Indulge In 
It So Dispesed.

ENICE, Nov. 56—The 
acqua fresco (fresh 
water) man is one ot the 
most picturesque charac- 
ters of Venice. His stock 
in trade consiste of a big 
can of fresh water with 
an atom ot ee Immersed 
in it (howéver, I cannot 
vouch for the freshness 
of the water, especially 
when he carries it along 
a dusty lane for an hour 
or so), and a movable 
wooden stand with a 
number of holes for de- 
positing the glasses and 

various sirups. Some of these stands are 

very gorgeously decorated. I saw one with 

a bighly colored portrait of Garribaid! and 

the motto, Teo the Glory of Garibaldi 

and Italy. Everything in Italy, dy 
the way, is either Garibaldi or 

Victor Emmanuel and seareely a Sunday 

passes without a statue of one or the other of 

these great men being unveiled in some Ital- 
dan city or town. 

To returm to the acqua fresco man, you can 
get a glass of water flavored with a Litle anise- 
seed for a centime—one-ffth of a cent, and 
for some other decections, 2centimes. Their 
cry ot Acqua fresco!’’ as they perambulate 
the streets, or rather the lanes, of Venice 
sounds very much like the cuckling of a 
duck. Perhaps the student of language has 
already found that the werd acqua derives its 
origin from tnat bird. 

Isuppose it would paralysea Venetian to 
tell him that railroad companies in America 
supply ice water at their stations for passen- 
gers free. If they did so at Venice you could 
not get within a mile of the stations. An 
Italian whom Imetin a rallroad car on my 
route to Venice could hardly repress his as- 
tonishment at being told that railroad com- 
panies in America kept a plenteous supply of 
ice water in their cars. At the different sta- 
tions where I stopped on my trip through 
Italy several swallow-tall bhabited individuals 
walked up an down dy the carriages bearing 
a tray supplied with beer, lemonade, ice 
water, sandwiches, buns, eto. Each sand-

Before I came here I 
always heard of the _ Italians being very 
quarrelsome. We Americans always 2880. 
clate an Italian with astilleto. But since my 
advent I bave seen nothing more serious than 
a wordy row, chiefly among the gondeliers 
who, as I said ina previous letter, seem to 
spend all their time im recriminations. The 
Venetian policeman’s costume is not very gor- 
geeus. It consists of a long tallied black coat, 
trousers of the same color, andtwo cornered 
black hat ornamented with a — of gold 
braid, which bas the peculiar quality of al- 
ways looking shabby and also —— its 
owner correspondingly so. All their faces 
look alike to me and though I have been here 
some time lI can not yet distinguish one face 
from another. 

Custom, which surprised me very much in 
Venice, is one prevaliing in the restaurants. 
The proprietor allows individuals with bask- 
ets of ‘‘frutti de mare,’’ fruit of the sea, to 
sell their wares in his establishment. I should 
think that anything that would 
help to ll up the guests 
would be to his Gisadvantage. Perhaps 
the shell fish man is hired by him or gives 
him a percentage. 

The street business dose in boiled pump- 
kine is considerable. I have not yet tasted 
any, but they say itis delicious. All that is 
necess to set up in the business is a pump- 
kin, a knife and a movable wooden stand, on 
which the golden fruit is displayed in sec 
tions 1-Sefacent each. When business be- 
comes slack at one street corner the mer-

Although the bodies decompose, 
and return to the earth from which 
they sprang, it bas been often taken for 
granted that the material composing them 
would never get very far distant from 
the place of burial, and that when the last 
trump sounded and the individual soul re- 
turned to re-enter its body it would have little 
or no difficulty in finding its old-time habitat. 
This has been the view of those who oppose
